Investigation of 
harassment in PC 
party' released

A third-party investigation into the PC 
party uncovered "rude and ill-mannered 
behaviour," but no evidence that leader¬ 
ship candidates were orchestrating the 
attacks. 

The party's brand of directors launched 
the investigation after Sandra Jansen and 
Jason Kenney, both campaigning to lead 
the paity at the time, complained of ha¬ 
rassment and intimidating behaviour at 
a November conference. 

Jansen spoke at the time of people 
scrawling insults on her ballots and cor¬ 
nering her in the hallway to confront her 
about her stance on reproductive rights. 

She cited the abuse as one of t he rea¬ 
sons she recently crossed the floor to the 
ruling NDP paily. 

Kenney also said he’d been harassed, 
citing attendees who'd sworn at him. 


Third-party investigator IR1SS LCC 
looked into the allegations, and con¬ 
ducted interviews with Jansen. Kenney, 
their supporters as well as volunteers 
at the conference. They also looked at 
Twitter posts. T heir tvvopuge report was 
released Sunday. 

I*C Alberta president Katherine O'Neill 
said the findings were "clear 1 * that harass¬ 
ment had happened, something she called 
"deeply disappointing." 

"But what investigators could not find 
was a link to say that any specific party 
directed this behaviour," she said. 

The report found that Jansen was tar¬ 
geted more often than other candidates. 
Four other female party members also 
spoke to investigators about being "ver¬ 
bally abused" at the conference. 

“We had four women who felt like 
they were being targeted and we didn't 
see that on the male side," O'Neill said. 

J, I don't want this to send a message that 
women aren't welcome," she said. "They 
are, and they always will be in this party." 

The party is looking at steps to make 
sure it won't happen again, including 
increased security and a code of conduct 
for events that will allow the party' to 
remove members who aren’t behaving 
appropriately.

Dave Morgan is racing against 
time to save more than 30 
years worth of Alberta films. 

Morgan is currently archiv¬ 
ing more than 1,5GG works 
of filmmaking by Film and 
Video Arts [society of Alberta 
IFAVA) members, before they 
become inaccessible. 

"Video tape has a lifespan 
and it starts to turn into spa¬ 
ghetti,* said Morgan. "The 
tape wears out, it just gets 
old. The collection -was in 
jeopardy.” 

Archiving the VHS, Heta 
cam, three-quarter inch film, 
mini-DV and DVD content is 
essentially a full-time job for 
Morgan, although he didn't 
plan to be any part of it. 

"For a guy who stood up in 
a (FAVA) board meeting, wav¬ 
ing his arms and said, ‘This 
is important, we should save 
this,' it's taken on a life of its 
own," he said. 

Thanks to a grant from the 
Edmonton Heritage Council, 
Morgan started the archival 
process earlier this year. 

He’s now a quarter way 
through digitizing the col¬ 
lection. The process isn't easy. 

For each film, he makes a 
digital copy and then SEtves

The movies will then be 
made available for the public 
to watch via FAVA TV, online, 
while the originals are donat¬ 
ed to the Provincial Archives 
for safekeeping. 

The FAVA catalogue of films 
includes documentaries, ex¬ 


perimental films, narrative 
dramas, animations, music 
videos and more. 

All have been made by 
local novice and experienced 
filmmakers, 

The collection includes the 
complete careers' worth of 
work by celebrated AJberta- 


based filmmakers Lindsay 
McIntyre and Eva Chalmers 
— both of whom have w r on 
several prestigious awards 
for their work. Morgan said 
the collection captures “their 
growth as artists, as story¬ 
tellers.” 

FAVA was formed in 1952 


and §s currently the only artist- 
run media arts centre in 
northern Alberta. 

Morgan said that history 
makes whole collection is a 
lens into Alberta.

McCann 
calls for 
reform

Bret McCann, son of Lyle and 
Marie, the St. .Albeit couple who 
disappeared six years ago, is calf 
ing for reform of the Criminal 
Lode after a judge’s mistake 
caused "enormous painT 

Travis Vader was found guilty 
of two counts of second-degree 
murder in September, in con¬ 
nection with the deaths of the 
couple, line justice Denny lliom- 
as had used an obsolete section 
of the Criminal Code. 

After enduring a “legal roller 
coaster” the family was initially 
“elated” by the result, McCann 
said, only to see the verdict im¬ 
mediately called into question. 

"The possibility that he may be 
free, after obviously being found 
to have killed my parents, was 
just devastating." he said, speak¬ 
ing to reporters Sunday. 

Vader's team applied for a 
mistrial and the charges were 
reduced to manslaughter. 

McCann said he's learned the 
Criminal Code is littered with 
‘zombie laws' —clauses that are 
out of date or declared unconsti¬ 
tutional by the Supreme Court. 

McCann was joined Sunday by 
MP Michael Cooper, represents 
live for St. Albert-Edmonton and 
deputy justice critic for the offi¬ 
cial opposition. 

“Canadians should be able to 
expect that the Criminal Code 
reflects the current state of the 
law,” he said.

Edmontonians got a chance to 
bid a colourful goodbye lo the 
old StELnley Milner library on 
Saturday. 

The library issued an open 
invitation for people to come 
in and draw on the walls, the 
floors, and even a few shelves 
of the soon-to-be renovated in¬ 
stitution. 

From messages of support to 
memories lo Dr. Seuss quotes 
aplenty, local library lovers em¬ 
braced the opportunity to scrawl 
on every available surface. 

After half a century. Edmon¬ 
ton Riblic Library's flagship 
building will dose at the end 
of the day on December 31 to 
undergo a transformation. 

When it reopens in 2020 it 
will have a children's library 
three times the current size, 
a larger Makerspate and 4,000 
addition square feet in which to 
study and read. The sleek new 
design was unveiled in October. 

During the facelift, down¬ 
town library operations will 
operate out of Enterprise Square 
at 10230 Japer Ave. The tempor¬ 
ary location opens Jan 3.

The Edmonton Police Service 
is throwing its support behind 
proposed supervised injection 
sites in the city — with some 


caveats. 

On Friday, the police offered 
their position on a propos¬ 
al, from Access to Medically 
Supervised Injection Services, 
to bring supervised injection 
services to up to four facilities 
in the city. 

EPS Supt. David Veitch said 
the sites need to be offer wrap¬ 
around services including 
medical assistance, food and 
shelter, income stability sup¬ 
ports, and mental health and 
addictions counselling. 

"We believe there is a re¬ 
quirement for support services 


that are immediately available 
to drug addicts, so they can 
safely manage and ultimately 
eliminate their addictions to 
drugs," Veitch said. 

"We have a really good op¬ 
portunity here in Edmonton 
to do something different 

Edmonton stressed a need 
for community consultation 
and expressed concerns that 
crime could rise in the vicinity 
if a site is not equipped with 
proper services. 

Det. Guy Pilon with the 
EPS Drug and Gang Enforce¬ 
ment Unit said he has seen 


the downside of the Jnsite 
supervised consumption fa¬ 
cility in Vancouver — includ¬ 
ing discarded needles, open 
drug use in lineups outside, 
human waste, drug dealing 
and vandalism. 

"If you set up an injection 
site where users will congre¬ 
gate and go there, and once 
they've injected, have no place 
to go, have no home to go to, 
they just merely hang around 
the area." Pilon said. 

“It becomes virtually an 
endless loop, where they're 
there without any way out.” 


STATISTICS CANADA 

Drugged 

driving 

big issue 


Drug-Impaired drivers are often 
being let off the hook, accord¬ 
ing to Statistics Canada. 

A report re leased last week 
was the first to contain na¬ 
tional drug-impaired driving 
numbers and court data. 

"It's interesting to see that 
I drug-impaired driving cases) 
usually take twice as long to be 
completed in courts, and are 
less likely to result in a guilty 
finding,’ 1 said Statistics Canada 
analyst Samuel Perreault. 

About 3,000 of 75.000 im¬ 
paired driving incidents re¬ 
ported by police across Canada 
In 2015 involved drugs, includ¬ 
ing seven that were fatal, 

Mothers Against Drunk Driv¬ 
ing (MADD) Canada CEO An¬ 
drew Murie says the real num¬ 
bers are way higher, however, 
and drug-impaired drivers are 
not being detected. 

Canadian Centre on Sub¬ 
stance Abuse data seems to 
support that. 

A roadside survey conducted! 
in British Columbia in 2012, 
which collected voluntary sal¬ 
iva samples and breathalyzer 
tests from drivers, found 7.4 
per cent were impaired by 
drugs while 5.4 percent were 
impaired by alcohol. 

MADD is pushing for the im¬ 
plementation of oral fluid tests 
to detect levels of illicit drugs 
like cannabis, opioids and co¬ 
caine, through a tongue swab. 

Murie said the simple test¬ 
ing devices, which are used 
in Australia and some paTts 
of Europe, could lead to more 
court convictions.

For Canadian limit leaden, cre¬ 
ating a unified written language 
system out of nine dialects and 
two easting writing systems, one 
word is proving more important 
than the rest. 

“Asijjiiniaqlut" — roughly 
translated as "give and take. 1 " 

That's because everyone is 
having to compromise in order 
to progress toward an agreed- 
upon code that can be conveyed 
by someone in the western Arc¬ 
tic village of Tuktoyaktuk and 
understood in Clyde River on 
the eastern coast of Baffin island, 
or written in the northernmost 
Nunavut village, Grise Fiord, and 
read in the Quebec community 
of Kuujjuaq. 

" Everybody's giving and taking 
and giving up things to come up 


with a unified writing system," 
said Monica Ittusardjuat. the na¬ 
tional limit-language coordinator 
for limit I'apiriil Kunalami. the 
group that represents the com¬ 
munity in Canada. 

This week, 1 ttusardjuat and 
the members of an limit-lan¬ 
guage task force were on a tour 
of Wales organized by Prince's 


Charities Canada, the charitable 
organization headed by Prince 
Charles. They were there for 
tips about what to do and to 
avoid in their work, but also for 
inspiration from a country that 
is bringing the Welsh language 
buck from extinction. 

During a visit to the Univer¬ 
sity of Wales and the Nation¬ 


al Library, for example, it was 
explained that the online Dic¬ 
tionary of the Welsh Language, 
launched in 2014, was digitized 
by a Danish publishing company 
that was influenced by its pre- 
vious work on Kalaallisut. the 
language of Greenland's Inuit, 
Ittusardjuat said. 

"That was really inspiring to 
us — that we can use the same 
system for Canada," she said. 

" Inuit have always functioned 
as one. but because of the gov¬ 
ernment system invisible borders 

if 

have divided us." said Jeannie Ar- 
reak-Kullualik, a member of the 
Atausiq inuktut i'itirausiq task 
force that is consulting on the 
changes. “We're trying to unify 
so that we can eliminate those 
harriers because we all have the 
same challenges, which, is to keep 
our language and culture alive 
and get more education for our 
children" 

But while the Inuit have a long 
linguistic history. the current 
work toward a single, standard 
writing code has only just begun.

Edward “Kip" Malone says he 
has been dogged by the “mys¬ 
tery" of what ever happened 
to two girls he rescued from a 
house fire in St. joh n' s i n 195L 
only to find the answer living 
righ t next door. 

After about four decades 
working in Ontario, 77-year- 
old Malone returned to New¬ 
foundland this fall to retire 
in Conception Bay South. A 
week and a half after moving 
in to their new home, the Mal¬ 
ones were welcomed by their 
next-door neighbour, Margaret 
fowler, with packages of fro¬ 
zen fish. Malone — nicknamed 
“Kip" — discovered that he and 
fowler hailed from the same 
part of St. John’s, in fact, he 
had an interesting story about 
the street he grew up on. 

On Dec. 20, 1951, Malone 
walked past a row of what he 
described as three-storey, “card¬ 
board" houses, when he heard 
the sound of a panicked voice 
coming from above. 

Malone says he ran up the 
stairs and grabbed a frightened 
five-year-old girl, who refused 
to leave without her sister. He 
waded through the haze into 
another room where he found

a three-year-old girl “hiding 
away." and hauled the sisters 
outside. 

For six and a half decades, 
Malone says his story didn't 
have an ending. 

“It was always a mystery to 
me what became of (the girls)," 
Malone said. "*1 had never laid 
eyes on these people since." 

Listening to Malone, Fowler 
said she got goosebumps. She 
said in an interview that she 
reached over to give Malone 
a hug and squeeze his hand. 

“] was that little girl" Bowler 
told him. "J wouldn't be here 
today if it wasn’t for you."

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Suicide blast kills 
dozens in Yemen

Daesh affiliate 
claims attack 
that targeted 
military camp 

A suicide bomber blew him¬ 
self up outside a military camp 
in the southern Yemeni city 
of Aden on Sunday morning, 
killing at least 52 soldiers, a 
security official said. Daesh's 
Yemen-based affiliate claimed 
responsibility. 

AbdeHtahman aLNaqeeb said 
63 people were also injured 
in the blast. Security officials 
said that preliminary investi¬ 
gations showed the blast was 
the work of a bomber wearing 
an explosives-laden vest. The 
attack took place as soldiers 
lined up to collect their salar¬ 
ies, they said. 

The JJaesh affiliate claimed 
responsibility for the attack in a 
statement posted on Uaesh-nm 


Aamaq news agency. It identi¬ 
fied the bomber as Abu Hash- 
inn al-Kadfani and published a 
photo of him smiling and wear¬ 
ing a white vest as he stood next 
to the group's black flag, ft also 
posted photos it said were of 
the blast that it claimed killed 
nearly 70. It was not possible to 
immediately verify the claim. 

The bombing was the latest 
to underscore how militants 
have been able to exploit 
Yemen's conflict to stage large- 
scale attacks and expand their 
reach, particularly in the south. 

Sunday's blast took place 
at the same military base that 
was also struck by a suicide 
bomber on Dec. 10, killing 57 
soldiers. Ihe IS Yemeni affiliate 
also claimed responsibility for 
that attack.

72 people killed when the at¬ 
tacker detonated his pick-up

Zsa Zsa Gabor dead at 99 


Zsa Zsa Gabor, the jet-setting 
Hungarian actress and social¬ 
ite who helped invent a new 
kind of fame out of multiple 
marriages, conspicuous wealth 
and jaded wisdom about the 
glamorous life, has died. She 
was 99. 

The middle and most famous 
of the sisters Gabor died Sun¬ 
day of a heart attack at her bel- 
Air home, her husband. Prince 
Prederic von Anhalt, said. 

Gabor had been hospitalized 
repeatedly since she broke her 
right hip in July 2010 after a 
fall at her home. She already 
had to use a wheelchair after 
being partly paralyzed in a 
2002 car accident and suffering 
a stroke in 2005. Most of her 
right leg was amputated in 
January 2011 because of gan¬ 
grene and the left leg was also 
threatened. Her misfortunes 
were duly reported to the 
media by von Anhalt. 

Ihe great aunt of Paris H ilton 
and a spiritual matriarch to 
the Kardashians, Simpsons 
and other tabloid favourites, 
she was the original hall-of- 
mirrors celebrity, famous for 
being famous for being famous. 
Starting in the 19'lOs, Gabor 
rose from beauty queen to mil¬ 
lionaire's wife to minor tele¬ 
vision personality to minor 
film actress to major public

France, Russia 
strike UN deal 
to help those 
still trapped 

France struck a compromise 
Sunday with Russia on a UN 
resolution that it said would 
prevent "mass atrocities'" in 
besieged areas of Aleppo, 
where thousands of trapped 
civilians and rebel fighters 
await evacuation in freezing 
temperatures. 

On the ground, prospects 
for swift evacuations from 
Aleppo and other besieged 
areas were thrown into doubt 
again Sunday after militants 
burned buses assigned to the 
rescue operation. 

The Aleppo evacuations 
were to tuive been part of a 
wider deal that would simul¬ 
taneously allow more than 
2,000 sick and wounded 
people to leave two pro-gov¬ 
ernment villages that have 
been besieged by Syrian re¬ 
bels. Most villagers are Shiite 
Muslims, while most rebels 


are Sunni Muslims. 

Six buses that were among 
those poised to enter the vil¬ 
lages of Foua and Kfarya on 
Sunday were set on fire by 
unidentified militants, pre¬ 
sumably to scuttle any deal.

The evacuations had been 
suspended two days earlier 
amid mutual recriminations 
after several thousand people 
had been ferried out of the 
war zone. Thousands more 
desperate civilians are believed 
trapped in the city. 

About 2,700 children were 
evacuated in the first rescue 
mission earlier this week, but 
hundreds more "are now wait¬ 
ing in freezing temperatures, 
close to the front lines,” said 
Shushan Mebrahtu of the U.N. 
agency for children. UNICHF. 
“We are deeply worried.'*

We giddily accept clickbatl 
photo galleries-cum-rtews stor¬ 
ies that reinforce a perception 
that fashion is only orna¬ 
mental, when 
in truth it is 
a &2,4-Lrillion 
industry with 
its own world 
summits, co¬ 
alitions. trade 
agreements 
and media out¬ 
lets. 

An estimated 57,B million 
people are employed in the 
manufacture of apparel and 
textiles alone, to say nothing 
of” the people working in the 
footwear sector or the count¬ 
less millions employed in the 
creative, design, shipping, 
retail and business sectors of 
what is the second dirtiest 
industry in the world (only 


after oil]. 

The conversation aruund 
clothing has Lo change. We 
have to start looking at fashion 
as a powerful economic engine 
with a vested interest in pol¬ 
itics and government. 

And, there's no lime like 
the present. Because, right 
now, things aren't going so 
well. 

According to the first State 
of Fashion report, co-published 
by Business of Fashion and 
McKinsey & 
Company, the 
world's econ¬ 
omy "'has not 
been this Vob- 
lile since the 
depths of the 
financial crisis 
of2009" 

For the past 
decade, the industry has seen 
5.5 per cent annual growth, 
according to the McKinsey 
Global Fashion Index, out- 
pad ng overall GDP expansion, 
But by the end of this year, 
growth is expected to have 
slowed to between two and 
25 percent, Sixty-seven per 
cent of the industry experts 
and executives surveyed for

State of Fa shion said condi¬ 
tions have worsened in the 
past year, and only 40 per 
cent think they'll get better 
in 2017, 

The top challenge? Dealing 
with "uncertainty and shifts 
in the global economy," the re¬ 
port says. Purchases are emo- 
tional decisions and consum¬ 
ers-do not spend in politically 
unstable times, Case in point' 
data from Slice Intelligence, 
which monitors electronic 
receipts of more than four 
million shoppers, reveals that 
states where Trump won the 
popular vote had the highest 
year-over-year gains in Novem¬ 
ber for revenue from online 
apparel. 

It all points to one cold haixi 
fact: Politics will play a big role 
in what a muclvneedcd recov¬ 
ery for the fashion business 
looks like, when it happens 
and what retail looks like on 
other side, 

Die sooner we hold our pol¬ 
itical leaders accountable for 
how their decisions affect tlie 
sector, the better things will be

David McMillan, coowner of 
Montreal's renowned Joe Beef 
restaurant, kunents that virtu¬ 
ally anyone, regardless of experi¬ 
ence. can open an eatery in the 
gastronomical city. 

"3 can't decide tomorrow to 
practise plumbing, to practise 


amateur electricity," he muses. 
“In Montreal you can apply for 
a restaurant permit and get it 
immediately — that's a prob¬ 
lem for me." 

McMillan's view is by no 
means the consensus in the in¬ 
dustry but it reflects part of the 


debate in Quebec among chefs, 
restaurant owners, citizens and 
politicians. 

With competition so fierce 
and profit margins so small — 
roughly 2.7 percent on average 
—the role Quebec's highly inter¬ 
ventionist government should 


play in one of the province's most 
dynamic industries remains a 
source of contention. 

The debate is not new and 
was rekindled earlier this year 
when Carlos Ferreira, owner of a 
well-known eatery, said Montreal 
should impose quotas in neigh¬ 


bourhoods to limit competition 
and help s truggling legacy res¬ 
taurants slay in business. 

“I don’t believe in the free 
market anymore." Ferreira said 
at the time. “We have to protect 
the good restaurants."

Australia's projected budget

But deficits will exceed 
the May estimates in the fol¬ 
lowing three years. 

Growth in the AU$1.7 trillion 
economy slowed to 2 per cent 
for the current year from the 
2.5 per cent expected in May., 
lax revenue was revised down 
AU$3.7 billion in the current 
year and AUS30.7 billion over 
four year's. 

Higher prices for iron ore 
and coal — Australia's biggest 
exports — would increase prof¬ 
its in the mining sector and in¬ 
crease the tax paid by mining 
companies, documents said. 

“However this will be more 
than offset by the impact of 
weaker growth in aggregate 
wages and non-mining profits." 
the forecast said.

Bugging over 
a more relaxed

It's a problem that bugs just 
about every family with school- 
age kids at some point. 

Itdiculosis, a.k.a. head Ike, is 
kky, uncomfortable and hand to 
prevent. But it’s not serious ora 
cause of di sease. 

And these days, lice-infested 
youngsters are, mostly, allowed 
to be in school — a policy' that 
would hELve been unthinkable 
in their parents' day. 

Idra Auger of Belleville, Ont.. 
was so infuriated when her six- 
year-old daughter came home 
with head lice that she paid a 
■visit to her local school board of¬ 
fice and health unit this month, 
child in tow, to make a point, 
“The school boELid was not ex¬ 


cited to see me as i brought my 
daughter with active head lice 
into the building and allowed her 
to rub her head onto their chairs 
and couches. It shouldn't bother 
them since they are allowing 
kids to pass it around at schools 
on a daily basis," she wrote in a 
Facebook post that was shared 
over 550 times. "If they aren't 
going to force kids to stay home 
then there is no motivation for 
some to treat their kids." 

School boards around the 
country have been bringing their 
head lice procedures into line 
with the Canadian Pediatric [so¬ 
ciety's recommendations, which 
say there's no lational reason to 
exclude children with nits or 
live lice from school or daycare. 

According to Dr. Car! Cum¬ 
mings, an author of the CPS 
lice guidelines, kids found to 
have live lice don't need to be 
picked up from school or day 
care immediately. They can be 
sent home at the final bell with 
a note asking parents to use an 
over-the-counter treatment to 
kill the critters, imd return the 
next day. A second treatment is 
recommended in a week or two. 


just in case some eggs survived. 

But some parents are itching 
to reinstate a traditional Etggres- 
sive “no-nit 1 " rule instead, [The 
Toronto District School Board is 
an exception. It still has a "no-nit" 
policy, though it's under review). 

Auger started a ChEtnge.org 
petition to bring federal Health 
Minister Jane Philpntt's attention 
to the issue. It. has 500 signatures. 
A similar one, started by some 
one else Emd addressed to Ontario 
education minister liz [sandals, 
has more than 1,000. Face book 
groups for parents lamenting 
the new, liberal ELpproacb to lice 
abound. 

The main grouse about the 
Louse: It's unfair" to diligent par¬ 
ents that kids with untreated lice 
are allowed to be in the class¬ 
room. constantly re-infecting 
everyone around them. 

Until recently, parents were 
required to comb out every last 
louse and egg (nit] before their 
child was allowed back at school. 
They were advised to wage war 
on hce Eit home: vacuum nigs 
and furniture, wash the whole 
family’s clothes and bedding in 
hot water. 


Auger said she missed sev¬ 
eral days of work and kept her 
daughter home while she went 
on an anti-lice tear, spending 
ID horn's in four days combing 
out nits (“It's basically torture") 
rmd cleaning her house top to 
bottom. The cost. Including the 
treatments, the nit comb, doz¬ 
ens of loads of laundry and lost 
wages: about SSOfJ. 

Dr. Cummings said going to 
such lengths to battle lice is — 
pun intended — "overkill" 

No-nit policies were “creat¬ 
ing an atmosphere of worry 
over something that is annoy¬ 
ing. itchy and pretty gross, but 
in no way endangers anybody's 
actual health," he said. 



Cummings said nits alone, 
especially if they’re not very 
close to the scalp, don’t indi¬ 
cate a current case of head lice. 
They can stay 'Tuperglued” to 
hair for months. 

He said the vast majority of 
kids get head lice by directly 
touching their head to another 
child's. No deELning spree needed: 
Just wash, as a precaution, items 
that directly touch the head, Like 
pillowcases, hats, and brushes. 

But personally, Cummings ad¬ 
mitted he'd be pretty “appalled" 
if parents neglect to treat head 
lice they've been notified about.

been notified about. 

Yet it happens, says one On¬ 
tario kindergarten teacher, who 
didn't want to be named. 

■"last yeEir our school hiid one 
... family (where) die parents just 
gave up on it. 4 * 

The Elementary Teachers' Fed¬ 
eration of Ontario takes no pos¬ 
ition on the issue, except that 
teachers' shouldn’t be required 
to do lice checks. 

The kindergEirten teacher Sa¬ 
vours a middle-ground policy: 
No-nits is too extreme, but “If 
there's live lice, the child should 
be home. Then it's a burden on 
everybody." 

Like many teachers and par¬ 
ents, he doubts the experts' pos¬ 
ition that most lice spread by 
direct contact, and that nits alone 
aren't an infestation. 

T don’t have any research 
base on that." he siiid, "It’s sheer 
experience." 

His school doesn't require kids 
to be lice-free or provide proof of 
treatment but does send them 
home with a free bottle of medi¬ 
cated shampoo if necessary.
